Expert. Points Out 
/The Folly of Forgery 


By Goldie Jacobson 


“Handwriting is as exact as mathe. 
matics or any other science,” says 
Milton Carlson, Los Angeles hand- 
writing expert; who. has gained an 
international reputation. ee 

“Handwriting is identified mych 
in the same way as finger prints are” 
continued Mr. Carlson. “In handwrit- 
ing devitations from a true or given 
standard become the characteristics 
of an individual.” 

In writing one exercises a certain 
set of muscles which have been train- 
e@ since childhood to write the same 
way. On this account handwriting 
cannot be imitated or forged. 

No two. people can write alike, it 
is impossible to imitate another per- 
sons writing and no indivdual can 
disguise ‘his handwriting nor can he 
omit any individual characteristics, 

Different muscles produce differ- 
ent writing. . ‘ : 

In order, to ‘reproduce another 
berson’s handwriting the writer has 
to exercise the same muscles as the 
other . person. 

“Circumstances and environment 
greatly influence the characteristics 
of handwriting but this does not dis- 
guise the individual characteristics,” 
he said. 

Mr. Carlson taught penmanship in 
high schools of Los Angeles for a 


number of years, At that time he ; 


made a special study of hand writ- 
ing using several of his penmanship 
classes.—He found after a number 
of experiments and careful observa- 
tion that it matters not. what kind 
of pen is used the individual char- 
acteristics remain. 

Milton Carlson is listed as one of 
the three greatest authorities or ex- 
perts at handwriting in the world. 

Mr. Carlson is complimented in his 
work by ‘Frances L, Wellman, author 
of “The Art of Crass-Examination.”

If you do not like the soup, follow 
the old French custom of pouring it 
on the floor behind you. Immediately 
after finishing with your dish of soup 
you should always eat a very sour 
pickle. 

With this in mind you should strive 
to make soup-eating perfect. If you 
will practice diligently on these 
things which I have mentioned I am 
sure that your soup-eating will be 
a thing which you will be proud of.
